daily.

porridge like the old process. A 
handful or two of the meal was 
stirred into boiling water and cov- 
ered up and left to cook from 
morning till night, then thinned 
with warm water or cold, as de- 
sired, to make it as warm as new 
milk, and fed to the calf, when a 
like ration was prepared for the 
next meal. These rations were in- 
creased asthe age of the calf in- 
creased, and its wants required 
more feed.

Those whose vineyards have not been 
devastated. by phylloxera and who 
therefore have good wine will get very 
high prices, but most wine yrowers 
will have to face serious losses. The 
districts that are worst off are the 
Girende, the Chareute, and the Char- 
eute Infericure.

STOCKMEN IN LUCK. 


The Loss of Live Steck Not Above 
the Average in Humbeidt 
County. 

Reports received -by the Silver 
State from nearly all the stock 
ranges in Humboldt county are to 
the effect that the loss of live stock 
from the severe cold bas not been 
above that of last year, when the 


mercury did not touch zero. Iu the 
northern part of the county, where 
the snow lies deepest, the losses on 
the big ranges are insignificant and 
will not exceed one per cent of vat- 
tle and sheep. When the tempera- 
ture was lowest the sky was cloud- 
less and the atmosphere perfectly 
calm. When the storm, which fol- 
lowed the intense cold, came the 
temperature rose above the freez- 
ing point and has wot heen more 
than four or five degrees below that 
point at any time since. 

In the eastern part of the State, 
however, the snow is much deeper 
and the cold much more intense 
than in Hamboldt county, and the 
loss of stock much greater, while in 
Utah the loss of cattle and sheep 
from deep row is, according t> re- 
port, over 20 per cent.
